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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments filed on 01/20/2010 
have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

The applicant's arguments raise the issues (1) that neither of the cited references teaches of suggests, alone or in combination, "a 
presence server configured to identify on or more local mobile terminals that are within a local area of an inviting mobile terminal" and (2) 
that the references do not teach or suggest, alone or in combination, "a group server configured to create an ad-hoc group for a local ad- 
hoc group session including the inviting mobile terminal and one or more of the local mobile terminals within the local area of the inviting 
mobile terminal." 

In response to the aforesaid applicant's arguments issues, the Examiner asserts that since Willey clearly discloses a presence server (see 
paragraphs 0044 and 0047) and identifying mobile terminals in an ad-hoc instant group communication (see paragraph 0050), a person of 
ordinary skill in the art would not need further clarification to understand that the cited combined references do disclose the claimed 
invention's main subject matter, e.g., establishing push-to-talk on a local ad-hoc group session between an inviting mobile terminal and 
local mobile terminals. 

As a result, the argued features are written such that they read upon the cited references. 
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
